periormance was given, except that 
the demand way so great in Calgary 
that “The New York Id:a” was given 
there a second time on the return 
from Edmonton. 

Often Acted In Rinks. 

In several places Mrs, Piske ap- 
pared in rinks, in some oi which 
stages were especially constructed fo; 
her accommodation, This was true 
not only of West Canada towns, as 4 
rule, but of some larger cities, like 
Vancouver, where there was no in- 
dependent theater available, In Seat- 
tle, also, a theater was used. In San 
Francisco Mrs, Fiske played in a 
theater which had exhibited moving 
pictures prior to her engagement, and 
in spite of the street car strike in 
that ‘city with other troubles that 
made transportation almost impos. 
sible, from the viewpoint of ordinary 
affairs, the engagement, originally for 
a week, was extended to a second to 
accommodate the public. 

Although Mrs. Fiske during her 
earlier season played practically all 
the principal cities of the Mast and 
Middle West, as we!l as many of the 
amaller ‘cities, covering the usual ter: 
ritory of a conventional theatrical 
tour, she was a pioneer in such citie 
as Raton, Las Veras, and Albuquer- 
que, N. M., Tuseon, and Globe, Ariz., 
and those cities in the far Northwest 
just mentioned, In fact, she may be 
said to have blazed the way to places 
heretofore unconsidered in the mak- 
ing of theatrical maps and tours, and 
shown the possibilities of new terri- 
tory. Strangely enough, “The New 
York Idea,” a play of the type usual- 
ly exploited only in the larger citic 
and in centers of social life in touch 
with metropolitan places, was fully

Remarkable Incidents, 

Such a tour, particularly as to i 
stranger places, naturally developed 
remarkable. experiences and 1nci- 
dents.

YMCA. WORK IN 
WESTERN CANADA 


Great Development From Pacific 
Coast to Great Lakes—Gen- 
erous Gifts, 


©, R, Sayer, recently appointed tra- 
Velling secretary for the Y.M.C.A. in 
Western Canada, and who was in Ed- 
monton several weeks ago, hae return- 
ed to Winnipeg after completing his 
first trip through the west. He visit- 
ed all the cities where active Y. M. ©, 
A. work is in progress, including Vie- 
toria, Vancouver, Revelstoke, Calgary, 
Edmonton, Moose Jaw, Regina and 
Brandon, and east of the Winnipeg 
he visited Kenora, Fort William and 
Port Arthur. In all of these an im- 
portant work is being carried forward, 
and in several costly buildings are 
now in course of erection, Of the 
work and the conditions in the vari- 
ous cities he reports as follows 

In Victoria the work is being car- 
ried on in « rented building, but it 
18 proposed to put up as soon as the 
necessary financial arrangements can 
be completed, asstructure which will 
cost $100,000, Lieut.-<Goy, Dunsmuir, 
and Mayor Morley have both mani- 
fested much interest in the undertak- 
ing, the latter stating that if the mon- 
ey could not be obtained by popular 
subscription, the city ought to supply 
it. Two men are engaged permanent- 
ly in the work of the association in 
the city, a secretary and a physical 
director, 3 

Vancouver, 

In the organization in Vancouver 
there are about 800 members and four 
men are permanently employed on the 
staff. The association is using a tem- 
porary frame building which has been 
erected on their own lot. In addition 
to the work being done in Vancouver 
the association maintains a 
ary in the foreign fields, 

Revelstoke is purely a railway town 
the population being about 2,500, The 
building of the association there ‘was 
opened one and one-half years ago, 
being built at a cost of $15,000. Ow- 
ing to the growth of the work of the 
orgamization, the building has already 
been found to be too small, and it is 
being enlarged this. year, To cover 
tue Cost of the increase in size, the 
sum of $9,000 was recently raised, 
which sum will also cover the small 
remaming debt on the structure as 
first efected, The results of the work 
had been reduced fifty per cent. The 
C. P. R. have co-operated in the work 
from the beginning, the lot on which 
the buildings stands having been don- 
ated by the company, The officials 
haye aided the work in. every way, 
contributing annnually to its sup- 
port, 


mission- 


Calgary. 

in Calgarysatisfaciory progress . is 
being made on’ the new building 
wineh will eost $90,000, of which sum 
$76,000 has been subscribed. The edi- 
tic now completed to the second 
storey, and it is anticipated that the 
entdre building will be ready for use 
during December. It will have forty 
dormitories and will be modern 
throughout, The material used in 
construction is Calgary free stone and 
it will be, while not the largest, the 
finest building of the association in 
Canada The association’s largest | 
building is in Ottawa, which — city 
will, however, lose its pre-eminence 
in this respect when the new build- 
ing in Winnipeg has been erected. 


Edmonton. 

Edmonton is said to have more men 
In proportion to its population than 
any other city in Canada ,and the 
field for the association there is very 
large, The new building, the corner 
stone of which was laid July 1 by 
Mrs. Bulyea, will cost $80,000, and it 
is already apparent that the structure 
will be large enough to accommodate 
the membership, Good progress is 
being made on the building, the work- 
mem being now engaged on the sec- 
ond etorey. 

In Moose Jaw it was planned to 
erect a building to cost $70,000. The 
entire building will not be erected at 
the present time, but provision in the 
basement, which is being covered with 
a temporary root. The balance of the 
building will be completed as soon as 
the necessary money can be provided. 

The new building in Regina will 
cost about $100,000, to which the city 
is to contribute $15,000. The corner 
stone of the building was recently 
laid by James Balfour, Premier Scott 
and Mr, Haultain, both delivering 
sympathetic addresses, Th institu- 
tion with its proposed new building, 
is regarded by the citizens as a valu- 
able civic asset. The change in the 
attitude of the people of the west to- 
wards the work of the association is 
marked in the readiness with which 
they enter upon projects to build 
these costly structures. When in 1890 
it was proposed to build in Winnipeg 
& structure to cost $99,000, it was re- 
garded as a daring venture, Now 
such a building is looked on as a ne- 
cessity in all the growing cities of the 
country, 


Brandon. 


In Brandon the new building has 


been in use for some time and the 
membership has increased to about 
BOO. The work has been vigorously 


carried on for years, and satisfactory 
results have been attained. The debt 
on the building, amounting to $47,000 
is a great burden, National officers 
of the association have been strongly 
opposed to the assumption of such 
large indeébtedness by city associa- 
tions, and have always most earnest- 
ly advised committees not to proceed 
with building operations until all the 
money required has been subscribed 
In Winnipeg, two important ap- 
pointments have recently been made, 
The decision has been reached by the 
directors to engage a seeretary who 
will act as the director of religious 
work. To fill the position H. E. Wool. 
ever, of Syracuse university, has been 
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will now receive attention from a 
it. Mr, Woolever will begin hie work 
on September 1, 

In addition to Mr. Woolever, G. F. 
Argue, formerly of the Ottawa asso- 
ciation, has been engaged to assist in 
the college work, Mr. Argue is from 
McGill university and is at present in 
charge of the summer camp of the as- 
sociation at the Lake of the Woods. 
On his retarn to Winnipeg he will act 
in conjunction with W. D, Bayley in 
the management of the work in the 
college, 

East of Winnipeg. 

Kast of Winnipeg thete are three 
points where the work of the associa- 
tion will be pushed with much acti- 
vity. In Kenora a_ provincial com- 
mittee, on which Messrs. McRae, Ful 
lerton, Campbell and others are act- 
ing, has been appointed, and it js an- 
ticipated that a building will be erect. 
during the current year. In Fort 
William there has been a young men’s 
athletic club for several years, It is 
now proposed to commence work un- 
der the direction of the Y.M.C.A,, a 
provisional committee has been ap- 
pointed, and the question of a build- 
ing is under discussion. In Port Ar- 
thur the association is fully organiz- 
ed, with a secretary, and it is expect- 
ed that a building will be erected 
next year. 

Mr. Sayer began the work with the 
V.M.C.A. in Teronto, where he acted 
os assistant at the central building, 
He was subsequently secretary at Nia- 
gara Fails, N.Y., and at London, Ont, 
He left London to become a travelling 
secretary in Ontario and Quebec, in 
which work he was associated with 
C. M, Copeland, formerly of Winni- 
peg. For two years he was in charge 
of the summer institute on Lake Cou- 
echiching, Ontario, On his next trip

They did; and telegraphy’s his- 
tory recurds no more tragic tale. A 
land of cruel spinifex and blistering 
sand, sparsely peopled with murder- 
ous savages. Gold in plenty, but no 
water, Only one white man had ever 
got through alive from Adelaide to 
Port Darwin, And with his maps in 
hand the expedition started into the 
unknown. 

Every yard of wire was taken on 
camel-back; all the poles, too, for the 
land was treeless in the north. A 
true Via Dolorosa with burning feet; 
a pilgrimage in honor of the Jugger- 
naut of Trade. Some of the men, all 
oi the cattle died of thirst in Austra- 
lia’s “‘Never-Never Land.” The black 
fellows encireled round the expedition 
like carrion crows, sniping them with 
boomerangs, stealing the insulators 
for spear-heads, 

Floods and droughts aiternated;| 
still the pioneers kept on, And two 
and a half years later congratulations 
were read at a London banquet, hav- 
ing been flashed from the antipodes 
while the soup was being served. Pro- 
gress will not be denied, By Jand the 
nerves of the world’s trade have crept 
720,000 miles; by sea 201,000 miles. 
And the march is continuous and ir- 
resistible, 

We accept without reflection our 
web of wires, seen and unseen, cover- 
ing sea and earth. Few of us hand- 
ing in a cable message give a thought 
to those magic submarine ropes that 
will flash words of love or business 
over five miles “deeps” in which the 
great’ Andes would be buried out of 
sight—ropes often shark-bitten, bored 
by teredo worms yet picked up from a} 
thousand fathoms, and doctored 
by the steaming “hospital,” that 
speeds to the rescue to grope uneyr- 
ingly for a fracture as though endow- 
ed with fine canine scent, 

As to the land lines, he who runs 
may read their import. Our office 
buildings support them in sagging 
Duriches. They criss-cross under the 
vity’s streets, follow the railroad, and 
climb the hills, glide into the sountry 
towns, and through thick,silent for- 
ests, And they turn up in unexpeciéd 
places, Does Napoleon’s shade, one 
wonders, hover over the twenty mile 
streteh in dreary St. Helena? Does 
the soul of Cecil Rhodes, laid to rest 
in the Matoppo Hills, rejoi¢e to see 
nis trembling wires nearing the City 
of the Pharaohs, linking Cape Town 
with the Golden Band, and Diamond 
Kimberley with the Nile sources and 
Khartum? 

Submarine Nerves. 

Wire and cables, the one mounting 
to Lake Titicaca, 12,545 feet; the oth- 
er resting on ooze of the Pacific’s floor 
But see—here is a cable map. Its red 
lines show the vitality of modern life. | 
Twelve cabloa, you sec, dive into the 
Atlantic, and link the Old World with} 
the new. ‘Three swing from Land’s | 
End to Lisbon, ‘Three from Spain 


Brazil; two from Gibraltar to Alex- 
andria, Four down the Red Sea from 
Suez to Aden; three across the Indian 
Ocean to Bombay; two from Madras 
across the Bay of Bengal to Penang, 
and thence by the Straits of Malacca 
to Sumatra, Fava, Australia, and New 
Zealand, 

Every small body of water is cross- 
éd by them; the coasts of continents 
are festooned, Even the China Sea, 
Formosa Sirait, and the Yellow Sea, 
compare favorably with the Gulf of 
Mexico. And look, red lines run off 
to distant isles, as though  pitying 
their isolation, One red line connects 
Halifax with the Bermudas; another 
links Lisbon with the Azores; Hong 
Kong is joined with the Philippines, 
and Zanzibar to Mauritius and the 
Seychelles. 

What can be done with this web? J 
once sent an experimental “message 
that took in the entire telegraphic 
field of the world. I intended it to 
touch at remotest points, but not te 
leave landline or cable, 


An Experimental Message. 

It started at San Francisco and ran 
across to New York by Vancouver and 
Montreal. From New York it follow- 
ed the world’s northern telegraphic 
boundaries through England, Norway, 
Sweden, Russia, and Siberia, Flash- 
ad south, it touched at Nagasaki in 
Japan; at Hong Kong in China; then 
on to Bingapore, Jaya, and sweitering 
Sumatra, “Withy speed inconceivable 
jt reached Australia, visited New Zea- 
land; then brek to Singapore, and 
across to Bombay with a detour to 
Ceylon. 

On to Aden next, rounding the-Cape 
of Good Hope, and leaving the line at 
Zanzibar to call at the Seychelles and 
Mauritius. Then it mounted the West 
African Coast to 8t, Louis in Senegal; 
crossed the South Atlantic to Pernam- 
buco. It traversed South America 
from Buenos Ayres to Valparaiso, and 
then shot north to New York, 

Ariel never dreamed of such a} 
flight; it took 56 hours, and most me 
$18.25 a word, Better time would 
have been made only for the “right of 
way” messages that blocked the 
wires, 

I have seen the “ nerves’ respond 
literally in the twimkling of an eye, It 
was an Internationa) Telegraph Con- 
ference in London, with the Prince of 
Wales in the chair. Lines were clear- 
ed, operators warned, The moment 
the Prince pressed the button of the 
transmitter, “click’’ went the receiy- 


er. The current had been to Persia 
and back to great Muzaffer-ed-Din, 
“Shadow of God upon Earth.” It 
crossed the English channel by cable 
to Germany, and then took to land 
lines to South Russia, the Caucasus, 
Armenia, and Persia, to the great 
tumble-down palace at Teheran. 

That such a feat should be possible 
at ali meant the abolition of all the 
old obstacles—examination of con- 
tents; duties at frontiers, verification 
of “rights.” If international commu- 
nication were not to be strangled in 
its. infancy, it was soon seen the 
world’s governments must get togeth- 
er. Thus came about the Telegraphic 
Convention of Paris in 1865, 

At that time a sure Atlantic cable 
was atill debated. The great overland 
Each member of the union senda to 
Berne its tariff rates for international 
messages, with the minimum in each 
case, Great Britain accepts no 
foreign message less than 20 cents;

mese, Slavonian, Swedish or Turkish. 

Ail must be written in the Latin 
character, however; otherwise it 
would be impossible to send either by 


is o story of strenuous endeavor, to.

But the world maintains a three- 
million army for this and kindred 
purposes. And they meet resistance 
everywhere, In the early days, *n 
China, poles and wifes were torn 
down, because their accursed  sha- 
dows fell on the graves of revered 
ancestors, Another difficulty lay in 
the thirty thousand ideographs of the 
language. How was an alphabet to 
be provided? A Danish _ professor 
took the task in hand and selected 
six thousand characters in ‘common 
use, giving to each of them certain 
dota and dashes, as telegraphic sym- 
bols, Next came a little dictionary 
for the operators; and telegraphy won 
its first victory among China’s four 
hundred millions. 

But they long ago conquered their 
aversion to the uncanny wire; and to- 
day Pekin herself is connected with 
Tien-Tsin; with the cities of Man- 
churia and the Russian frontier on 
the great Amur and Ossvri. From 
Canton a line runs to the capital of 
Yunnan and on to Butmah’s border, 
and so a message may be sent at any 
hour from Calais to Pekin overland 
all the way. 

These land lines, by the way, 
though not so costly to repair 2s 
cables, have their troubles, In Per- 
sia, roving warriors on camel back 
snip off the wires for binding pecks 
on their animals; thanking Ailah 
that sent the infidel with material 
that now grows by the wayside for 
the Truc Reliever, 

Lions in the Path,

The Japs themselves are compelled to 
write their messages in this way, 
even in thei own country. And, by 
the way, Japan herself has a_ tele- 
graph army nunibering 13,000 men, 

As to sderet languages, two kinds 
are allowed: code and cipher. The 
union itself has an international 
code of 200,000 words taken from the 
English, German, Spanish, French, 
Dutch, Itolian, Portuguese and Latin 
languages. But union or no union, 
messages in secret languages will not 
be accepted by backward states like 
Bulgaria, Rumania, Servia, Tripoli, 
and, above ail, Turkey. 

But I have not yet enumerated ail 
the advantages of the International 
Union, Delivery is insured; you 
may prepay replies; register mes- 
sages; insure that your message will 
follow the addresses to the world’s 
end, and get your money refunded 
if it be bungled or delayed. Of 
@urse, thers are minor differencs 
between the nations in their trans- 
actions, ebpecially in Motiey matters, 

Brazil pays in her own coin. 
Cochin China uses the standerd france 
with Siam, Tonquin and Annam, and 
the plastre with the Eastern Exten- 
sion Cempany. As to- ownership 
over the werld generally, it may be 
said that, outside the United States, 
land lines are usually owned by the 
government (even in Japan and 
Brazil), while the cables are in the 
hands of private companies. Even 
Persia owns 5,000 miles of single 
wire. ° 

Private Cabie Companies. 

But of all the submarine cabies 
only about 20,000 miles are state 
owned; Franee owns most—about 


one-fourth. All the other radiating 
arteries On the world map belong to 


27 «private companies. Foremost 
among them is the Eastern Telegraph 
Company, with 36,000 miles; then 
come the Eastern Extension, Austra- 
lian and Chinese Company with 19,- 
400; and the Anglo-American with 
10,400, 

Commerce and competition have 
created this vast system of nerves 
that creeps over the earth by land 
and sea. As a rule, their construc- 


| backs in its day’s work. The nerves 


of commerce crawl into the waste 
places, developing new markets for 
the world’s trade. Here in our own 
country we send 20,000,000 messages 
a year; and the total reported to the 
International Bureau is not far short 
of $500,000,000.. The enormous in- 
crease is due mainly to expansion of 


| trade; to some extent to cheapness of 


rates. The Atlantic cable of 1866 
charged $100 for twenty words ! 

As to wireless telegraphy it seems 
unlikely to hurt the cable companios 
any more than electricity wholly 
supercedes gas. Of course the lay- 
ing and maintenance of deep sea 
cables is and must be immensely 
costly, A fleet of ships must be 
kept in readiness for laying the cable 
and repairing brakes—and repairing 
them quickly. Think what failure 


}of communication between the Stock 


Exchanges of London and New York 
might mean- 

Three thousand meseages involving 
hundreds of millions of dollars have 
been exchanged within the short

Thus the floating cable hospital must 
be a craft apart, replete with every 
marvel of electrical science, She 
must do her eighteen knots to. the 
broken strand, For here time is in- 
deed money, and the “fault”? may he 
1,500 miles away. A handy ship like 
the Anglo-American’s Minia turns 3n 
her own length. She carries 500 
iniles of new ‘cable; can fish up 
fractured ends two miles deep. then 
repair and replace them in the depths 
and signal to ends in two  hemis- 
pheres the ‘All’s well.” 

The cause of breaks? Careless fish- 
ing vessels that let their anchors drag 
on the ocean’s bed, and marine woyms 
that will eat enough gutta percha in 
a year to convert themselves into 
tennis balls. Wrecks and derelicts 
and generai decay, These are the 
enemis of cables. Life on the “ hoa- 
pital’ is exacting and monotonous. 
The Minia may be icebound for weeks 
off Nova Scotia, and her crew, half 
sailors, half electricians, are ag cut 
off from ‘civilization as though they 
were at the North Pole.—W. G. Fitz-

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


Rumors of Banking Failure and West- 
ern Insolvency-—Poor Cotton Crop 
Expected, 


New York, Aug. 16.—The course of 
the day’s stock market was marked 
by excitement irregularity, with oper- 
ations on a slightly reduced scale 
and limited in the main to the active 
issues. The lowest prices of the day 
were touched in the final hour, when 
persistent rumors of a threatened 
failure in banking circles were cur 
rent.
